Tus great engineering dispute of 1897 will always be 
yemembered, not only on account of the stupendous 
effect it has had on the allied trades, but because of the 
wider effect it has had on everyone connected in any 
business way with the engineers themselves. Many 
people who have hitherto relied chiefly for their eupport 
on this great army of workers, have been practically 
ruined by the strike 

Take, as on example, the case of the bootmakers in 
the Eust-end of London and in the great Northern 
towns. The average would not have imagined 


them. A little consideration will show, however, that 
it is not likely that a man who is living on Union wages 
can even afford to have his boots re) red, much less to 
buy new boote for bimeelf and ily for the winter. 

There is one well-known bootmaker in the Bast-end 
whohas hitherto employed in his shop about twenty hands. 
He now can only afford to keep three. His takings 
before the strike amounted to about £50 a week. Now 
his trade is practically nothing. 

There are hundreds of other cases of bootmakers who 
have suffered even more severely, for the bootmaker in 
question is among the foremost in East London. On 
an average they are now taking a shilling for every pound
